If a legislative com m it­ 
tee can show the need for the information 
That it desires, it can obtain a court order. 
To give the committee blanket authority to 
exam ine all secret records hardly is w a r­ 
ranted or desirable Violent protests are al­ 
ready being made by social w orkers anti 
probate judges, who realize the harm that 
could develop as a result of the attorney 
general’s interpretation of the law.

TAMES PETRILLO, the czar of the nu- 
J tioi \ musicians, was acquitted in fed­ 
eral court W ednesday of a charge that he 
had violated the Lea act and imm ediately 
his attorney shouted, “The Lea act is dead ’’ 
The Lea act was adopted by Congress to 
curb the dictatorial powers 
of 
Petrillo. 
Specifically the act prohibits union official?

more musicians than they actually need. 
Petrillo is alleged to have stated that he 
was deliberately violating the law in the 
case in point to provide a test case of the 
statute’s legality and this was presented in 
evidence. The judge rejected it as “not d e­ 
term inate of his fPetrillo’s) guilt.’’ 
The case developed from a dem and by 
Petrillo that radio station WAAK, Chic 
double its staff of librarians. The station 
refused to comply, contending that it du» 
not need m ore than three record librarians, 
w hereupon Petrillo pulled the three li- 
bririans off their jobs. 
If the Lea act is going to be interpreted 
as Federal Judge LaBuy did in the C hi­ 
cago case, the Lea act truly is dead.

The effect of the decision is to nullify the 
intent and purposes of Congress in adopt­ 
ing the law.
